Whatever may be the policy of 
the rulers of China, it must be evident 
to the most casual observer that they 
are moving heaven and earth to get 
their. army properly equipped and 
placed in something like-an efficient 
condition, and to make their navy 
the most powerful in the castern seas. 
From a recent report sent by the 
Portuguese Consul General in Japan 
to H. E. Governor Graga of Macao, 
it would appear that a portion of 
the Japandse native press consider a 
ware between the Empire of. the 
Rising Sun ‘and. that of China as a 
‘mere question of time. Several of 
the native newspapers openly express | 
their opinions to the effect that Japan 
lost a great opportunity in not in- 
vading China and marching straight 
to Peking during the period when 
relations between Russia and the 
Celestial Empire were so strained ; 
and probably they are right to 9 
considerable extent. However it is 
one thing talking about marching 
straight to Peking, and quite another 
matter. performing that somewhat 
.arduous journey in the face of a 
powerful opposition. ‘That China is 
in a position to undertake a war 
against any foreign power we do not 
for one moment believe, but we do 
think, and have good grounds for 
our belief, that the legions of Tso 
would on their.own ground prove 
‘even more than a match for the better 
‘ disciplined troops of the Mikado. 
That diplomatic relations between 
_the two great empives of the east, are 
not so satisfactory as could be desired 
is quite certain, and in the probable 
‘event of future contingencies it is 
interesting to watch the preparations 
being madé by the Chinese to be 
realy for any emergency. The 
Chinese wavy is evidently a most 
popular branch of thei offensive and 
defensive service, and they are spar- 
ing no expense to procure.a most 
efficient coast defence. The following 
particulars of the latest additions to 
' their’ fleet taken from the London 
Times will prove of great interest to 
all who have. carefully watched the 


course of events in China during 


recent years —. 


An important, addition lias just boon 
made'to the fleet of gun vossels with 
which the Chinese navy has boen sup- 
plied by Sir W. G. Armatrong and Co. 


| during the lastfow years. Alroady 11 
vessels have beon seu’ ont from time 
to timo, differing in details, but uniting 
the peculiarity of extraordinary gun 
power in diminutive craft. Tho two 
now vossols diffor essentially from the 
proeodiug 11 in combining great speod 
with great gun power. They resemble 
the others, howovor, in being wholly 
aunarmoured. Thoir displacement is 
1,350 tons. Thoy aro builé of steel, 
and are propelled by tavin scrows driven 
by compound ongines of together, 
2,600 indicated horse. power. Thoy 
each carry two 26 ton 10-inch breech- 
loading guus, mounted upon centre 
pivots, one forwardandone aft. Bach 
ofthese heavy guns commands a nearly 


| all-round fire. The charge of the gui. 


is 1801b. of powdor, and the weight of 
projectile 400\b. the penetrative power 
equal to piercing 18in. of solid, -un- 
backed iron plato, They carry. besides, 
in each, four 40-poander brecch-loading 
guns, two 9-poandor breech-loading 
‘guns, two Nordenfeldts, and four Ga. 
tlings, and. farthermore two steam 
entters fitted with spar torpedoes. 
The engines, boilers, magazines, and 
machinery aro entirely below the 
water-line, and aro further protected 
by a steol-plate under-water deck, the 
spice between which and the main 
deck is diyided into numerons water- 
tight compartments, in which coal is 
stored, thus addizge to tho protation 
afforded by thedeck. [fydraulic steering 
gear is provided and piaved below tho 
waterline, with alternative hand gear 
and tiller, The vessels are also armed 
with a formidable steel kuife-edged 
spur, orvam, The coal bankers take 
300 tons of coal, and wilh that quantity 
the vessels can run continuonsly ata 
speed of about cight kuvots for four 
weeks together. 

On the 14th aud 15th inst. the new 
yossels wont through a complete conse, 
oftrials offthe monthof the Tyne, uider 
Admiralty inspection. Their speed was 
tested over a coarse of 10¢ knots, and 
was shown to be, with all weiylits on 
board, ou ‘the averaye.of two runs cach, 
over 16 knots in ono vessel and 16 
knots in the. other. The guns were 
fired with battering charges aboum, 
ahead, and at diferent elevations up 
to the maviznum, Not the slightest sign 
of weakness was exhibited iu any part 
of their structure. The handiness or 
power of. macuvring was. found re- 
markable. With engines stopped 
suddenly they wore brought up in about 
34 lenghts. Reversing the engines - 
driving ahead and the other astern 
they circled rapidly to port or ta star- 
board in their own length. With the 
hydrauli¢ gear, tlie rudder was put. 
over, from hard-aport to hard-as-tar- 
board in eight scconds, The vessels 
wore kept casily circling roand a 
drifting target at about 150 yards, 
while the target waa being riddled by 
the machine. guns. Lo 

Without claiming too macti for these 
vessels, ‘it should be remarked of them 
that the penetrative power and range 
oftheir guns moasured by the accepted

LAUNCH AT KOWLOON DUCKS. 


The light-ship constructed by the 
Hongkong and Whampoa Dock Com- 
pany, Limited, for the Government of 
the Straits Sottlements, which was 
completed a few weeks ago but retain- 
ed on the stocks owing to the uncer- 


tain character of the weather, was suc. | 


cessfully launched at Kowloon Docks 
this morning, The new erat, which 
ig'intouded as a light-ship for the 
Formosa Bank iv the Straits.* of 
* Malacca is probably the strongest ves- 
sel of the kind ever secn in the Far 
Tiast, and reflects the greatest. credit 
on the constructors. The principal 
dimensions and general construction of 
the light-ship may be described ina 
few words. The length of the vessel 
between perpendiculars is 122 feet 6 
inches; lenyth over all, 131 feet: 
extreme breadil.25 fect 6 inches; 
depth moulded 12 fect 6 inches. She 
is built throughout ofteakwood except. 
ing keel, kelsons, and some parts of 
her frames which are of the bast Manila 
hardwood, The. molava framing from 
* the keel to the upper turn of the bilge 
may be said 1o be masses of solid wood 
fitted closely tozether. The planking 
is fastened with Muntz metal bolts- 
“and brass spikes, from gunwale to gun, 
wale, making her a vesell of the high- 
est class. Her. frames are caulked 
throughout, and as her construction 
ig exactly on the same principle as 
that recognised in building the finost 
vessels for the British navy in olden 
days, her strength and buoyancy will 
“be readily understood. It may be 
safely predicted that a vessel of this 
description, if. she steers clear of 
accidents, will be in fairly good order 
“a hundred years after this. The 
whole of the tween decks has been 
-allotted for the accomodation: of ‘the 
Captain and crew, and everything pos- 
sible las been done to provide for their 
comforts. Store-rooms are fitted -up 
fore and aft, and a special feature is 
the provision made for the oil to be 
used. in the first class dioptric light 
which has been ordered from England. 
.Two large’ iron tanks, capable. of con- 
taining. two thousand gallons each, have 
been constructed -in the bottom of the 
~~ vessel; aind-these-should prove suffi- 
ciently commodious to meet all re- 
‘quirements, 

The vessel lias been on the stocks 
for about eight months, several altera- 
tions and improvements on the original 
specification. having caused a little 
delay. It was however deemed advis- 
able not to. launch the ship until the 
typhoon season was well advanced, avd
